Sportsmen of Illinois owe a greater 
dcpt of gratitude to the mcmberB of 
the 53rd general assembly than to all 
prevloua assembles combined, for the 
•work they have done for conservation 
and propagation of gaxae and nsh, 
while still permitting a reasonable 
amount of sport (or the hunter and 
flflhcrnmn. 

The sportsmen of Illinois are to be 
congratulated upon having been rep- 
resented by senators and representa- 
tives who, with but few exceptions, 
work diligently to put Illinois at the 
head of all the states in good con- 
structive game and llsh legislation. 

Great credit Is also due Mr. William 
J. Stralton, Chief Game and Fish 
Warden, who rendered Invaluable 
services In furnishing information as 
to the provisions needed In the new 
law. 

For the first time In the hlstoo" of 
the state, the sportsmen's organiza- 
tions maintained a constant roprc* 
scntatlon during the entire sesBion. 
According to Mr. Frank E. Abbey, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Game and Flah, and many other mem- 
bers of the assembly, the entire pro- 
gram would have failed had ihls or- 
ganized assistance been lacking. 

The new game and fish legislation 
represents a definite program and 
consists of four new laws. The first 
la an appropriation for the purchase 
and construction of game farms and 
flsh hatcheries. This Is a combination 
of a bill Introduced by Senator Den- 
vlr (Chicago) and one Introduced by 
Representative Scholes (Peoria). 
while this money is appropriated from 
the general funds In the state treas- 
ury. It represents money collected 
from hunters, trappers and commer- 
cial nshermen in excess of the ex- 
penditures of the division of gamo 
and fish for the past six years. It Is 
an interesting fact that the division 
has been a money making department 
for the state government during that 
period.

tered by Division of Game and Fish. 
One of the most important provi- 
sions carried in each of these codes 
is the establishment of the game and 
fish fund. AH moneys received by the 
Division of Game and Flah are placed 
In this special fund and can be ap- 
propriated only to the division. This 
ellnilnuies the division so fur as the 
taxpayers are concerned, and It will 
now be supported by and operated 
for the hunters, trappers and fishers. 
Many leading authorities say that this 
Is the fir.st step towards making this 
branch ot government self support- 
ing and independent. 

"With llie cstahllshment of the gamo 
farms and fish hatcheries, will come 
added expenses of operation. This Is 
taken care of by the fourth law, 
wlilch was also prepared by the 
house suh-commlttco on fish and 
game, of which Ucpresenlatlvo 
Scholes was chairmnn. This law 
makes appropriations from the gamo dentist, 
and fish fund for the maintenance of 
the, game farms and fish Hatcheries, 
for distribution of game birds ond 
fish, and for the feeding and care of 
game birds and fish. 

The game farms and fish hatcheries 
arc to be distributed throughout the 
state in the three zones established 
by the game code. One of the arti- 
cles in the near future will tell of the 
requirements for a gamo farm and 
a fish hatchery. Head It carefully and 
If you know of a sullnble location, 
write to the secretary of the Feder- 
ated Sportsmen of Illinois, at Spring- 
flohl, who will then communicate 
with the proper authorities.

•'SPREAD YOUR BUTTER 

A LITTLE THICKER" 

"Spread you butter a littlfe thicker" 
Is an appropriate slogan for Lake 
county dairymen to repeat during the 
next few months, according to A, D. 
Lynch, director of the dairy market- 
ing department of the Illinois Agricul- 
tural association, who points to a 54,- 
000,000 pound surplus of butter on 
Sept. 1st as a problem to he seriously 
considered by dairy and creamery 
centers. 

Figures taken from the United 
Stales department ot agriculture rec- 
ords show the total stocks oE butter 
in storage In the United States on 
September 1st were 15G,000,000 lbs. 
compared to the 1923 storage of 102,- 
000,000 pounds. 

"One hundred and fifty-six million 
pounds looks enough to keep our waf- 
fles and pancackos and bread buttered 
for a long time." Mr. Lynch said In 
a recent radla talk. "But the average 
surplus on September 1st for the past 
five years has been about 120.000,000. 
pounds. If every man, woman and 
child on farms will eat an extra five 
ounces of butter between uow and 
next May, that surplus will be entirely 
wiped out.

At the Public Senice Company 
Gas station at Nlles, west of Evans-, 
ton, a new condensor and a new shav- 
ing scrubber are each In operation, 
contributing their part to the plans 
of providing for the increased de- 
mands on the plant. These additional 
machines will materially help the op- 
erating problems created by the de- 
mand aforesaid. 

Niles station, one of the most Im- 
portant gas manufacturing plants In 
the company's system, supplies a 
large territory, extending to Evans- 
ton and Wilmette and to the towns 
north of Park Ridge to Wauconda. 
Here are many towns, practically all 
of them growing rapidly as more and 
more people migrate from Chicago to 
the suburbs for their homes.

payment of which they can demand at 
will. 

Before the establishment of tha 
Federal Reserve System — In 1907, In 
1896, In 1873 and many times before — 
the banks of the nation were unable 
to assist each other when panic 
threatened. There was no provision 
for ollectivo leadership, and co-opera- 
tive action was out of tho question. 
Bank reserves, carried with other 
banks which were no less embarrass- 
ed, were least available when they 
were needed most. 

Every country hank had reserves 
in one or more of the larger cities In 
its section as well as in the great cen- 
ters of population, and since the cor- 
respondent banks paid interest on 
such deposits they were compelled to 
loan them out, usually at call. When- 
over panic or tho growing fear of It 
led any bank to draw upon Us re- 
serves — and panic usually led every 
bank to do so — the correspondent. In 
order to meet such demands, was 
compelled to withdraw the money 
from active service and the thousands 
of such withdrawals, aggregating 
many mlillona ot dollars, only made 
the general situation worse by re- 
stricting essential business operations 
and In many cases compelling tho sale 
of securities, perhaps at grlevons loss. 
The direct result In more than one 
Instance was a complete breakdown 
of the country's banking machinery 
and a prolonged period of resultant 
depression in Industrj- and commerce. 
The great achievement of the Fed- 
eral Resorvo System has been th» 
massing of the nation's monetary 
armies. By this means It has render- 
ed financial panic Impossible In Amer- 
ilca and has eliminated the worst fea- 
tures of business depression.

Bankers Wor-king Tooethor to Catch 

Crooka Who Cause Loaiei of 1150^ 

000,000 With Bad Checks Yearly. 

A boffiiB check Bchemo that was so ' 
original, sound and bUBlness-UkQ that 
It bocajno known In dotectlvo clrclea 
03 "tho one pertoct forgery," but flnaU 
I7, like all of them, led to Its o^ In- 
ventor being trapped, la doBcrlbod by 
Roubon A. I^wIb. Jr., In tho Amoricon 
Bankers ABaociatlon Journal. The 
article, which aaya forgeries cost the 
banks and buslneflH concema at least 
JieO.OOO.OOO a year, deals with tha 
wayfl of forgers and tha relentless war- 
faro being conducted against thom by 
the bankers. 

"Crime does not pay," Mr. Lowla 
Bays. "Soon the law reaches out and 
seizes tho misguided operator who 
thinks be can got away with It. For- 
one of tho peculiar thlnga about tho 
rorger is that, while ho may derlso a 
clevor Bchemo that brings a rich re- 
turn on lU Initial trial, he continues 
"to work It until caught 

"Fortunately, there appears to be a 
weak spot In the beat laid schemo. 
And Just as soon as this weak spot Is 
uncovered. It is broadcast to all tha 
banks in tho land. So the banks, In- 
formed as to tho moLhod of approach 
that the forger will make, and tho lit- 
tle pecullaritlea of the Job. are on tho 
alert to nab him when ho makes his 
next reappearance. 

The King of Forge™ 
"Tho 'master forger* Is William 
Hamilton Ilarklns. probably tho moat 
dani?crous operator known to the 
banking world- Several times In the 
tolls of the law, Harklna has managed 
to escape. Tho daring 'king' of the j 
forgers made a confession that he had 
defrauded banks of more than $300,- 
00) during tho years of hla career. 

"His scheme follows a certain set 
pattern, Tho key to Harklns' plan 
is obtaining a blank check from tho i 
checkbook of a well known firm. Re* 
cently Harklns sauntered Into tho of- 
fice of a granite dealer. Ho ordered a 
monument and tendered a chock for a 
substantial part of tho memorial. Ho 
requested the proprietor of tho store 
to permit hlra to dash off a letter to 
hla folks at home. Seizing a pro- 
pitious moment, Harklns siwtted his 
checkbook, noted tho exact balance, 
toro out a sheaf of chocks and disap- 
peared. 

"Reproducing tho proprlotor'B signa- 
ture, Harklns drew np a aizoable 
check. On the reverse side ho In- 
scribed his atlas as the payoo and 
then added after *0. K.' tho facsimile 
of the depositor's signature. This 
acted as an identlflcatton Indorsement, 
80 when ho preaonted tho check at the 
bank it was readily cashed, 
Th« Weak Spot 
"The weak Bpot In Harklns* scheme 
Is the IdentlOcatlon Indorsement If j 
the teller, before cashing any chock , 
bearing this alleged Indorsement, tele- \ 
phoned to tho depositor and cheeked | 
up on Its tsauanco, the schemo would I 
have short shrlfL" 

Banks throughont the country have 
been put on guard against Harklna 
and his plan and It Is bellovcd ho can- 
not oporalo Ions without again falling 
Into tho net Tho scheme that was 
pronounood unboatabla was dorlsed 
by a forger known as F. Mayor and 
centered aroond the oertifled check 
fraud. Mr. Levis soys, continuing: 

T. Mayor would open accounts 
with fcmr or Are banks in a sixeablo 
city. The largest account ran around 
(S^OO. By kiting checks back and 
forth between tho several bankt, he 
would esUbllsh hla Identity with the 
tollers and become known as a man 
accustomod to do&l in largo figuroa. 

••After conducting those prcllmlnar- 
]oa for a few weeks, Mayer would go 
to tho bank whoro ho had hla largest 
account and ask that a certified chock 
be Issued to hizn for subatantlally all 
of the mouey remaining to hla credit 
Prom the genuine check, ho woula 
make four or Ave duplicates. 

"In turn, Mayer would visit tho oth- 
er banks, where ho had established 
small accounts. Inasmuch as ho had 
canhed checks for some time. Mayer 
generally had llttlo trouble In getting 
the banks to honor the certified 
checks. If a teller took the precaution 
of calling the Issuing bank on the tele- 
phono to Inquire If It had made out 
Buch a certified check, ho would gain 
confirmation. 

The Forger Cauoht 
"But oven the 'perfect' forgery 
Bchemo cannot bo worked with im- 
punity. Mayor succeeded In defraud 
Ing Kansas City banka out of |27,O0O 
and made his oacape. A few months 
later he was walking down tho atroets 
of Loa Angeles when a toller who bad 
honored one of the bogus checks In 
tho middle woatom city recognized 
him. Mayer took to his hoola with 
tho former toUor In hot pursuit, and 
tho criminal losL" 

Tho lOBses sustained through for- 
geries by banks may bo mainly at 
tributed to tho failure of tho tellers to 
obaorvo tho ruloe against cashing 
checks for strangera or allowing do- 
posltors to draw on uncollected items. 
"A rolontlcBB, cuatalned hunt Is con- 
ducted to apprehend Iho forgers. Tho 
now twista, tho variations In the 
methods, tho lateat niaoa used are fol- 
lowed by tho detectives. Tho modes 
of operation are broadcasted through- 
out the country," the article declares. 
"The American Bankers Association j 
alone, through Its Protective Division | 
spends more than JIOO.OOO a year tc , 
.check depredations against banks."

GOES A HUNTING DUCK 



Wild Time on Grass Lake 

When Dawn Breaks in 

Duck Season 



GRASS LAKE, 111.— "Plonk! Honk! 
Honk!" No— they're not geeae— 
they're autonmhiles, (lashing iholr 
Bonrchlng Ifghts against the midnight 
west, rattling over the Grasa lake 
road. All night long they come— 
carrying thoir burdens of excited 
hvmters and outdoor paraphernalia. 

We observe great excitement about 
B a. m. We go out and mingle with 
the crowd. Excited men run hither 
and thither. 

Some are holding poor, holpless 
squawking tamo ducks by the necks; 
some are laden with guns and heavy 
wearing apparel; some are sitting on 
the bows of duck boats locked up on 
a long chain; all are talking and, Jab- 
bering. 

^\^mt docs It mean? Ah! Simple. 
The unfortunates who have not re- 
served their boats and blinds are wait- 
Inglng for a chance to rent a boat. 
The more fortunate are making ready 
to push off toward the hlluds. 

"Elverythlng ready," announces our 
guide, -and we are Introduced to Lew 
Noetliling — the crack guide on Grass 
lake. 

Deftly he tumbles our guns and 
clothes Into a duck boat; makes the 
craft fast to a larger boat; commands 
us to get aboard; spins his motor and 
away wo go out into the darkness. 

Once out of the channel and on the 
lake, we Ilnd we are not alone. To 
our amazement wo Imvo joined a par- 
ade of boats — hundreds of boats head- 
ing toward the dismal swamp which 
show up ahead in the pale lights of 
dawn. I 

The east la brlglitenlng and against! 
that promise of day we see docks of 
ducks and single coots on the wing. 
During our voyage dawn breaks fast. 
The air Is now alive with ducks and 
coots. They fly Just over our heads. 
They seem bewildered by all these 
boats astir so early In the morning. 

Ahead, the parade of boats disap- 
pears in the high reeds of rice and 
cat-tall. Astern, the parade comes on. 
In the dlfllcult light thero seems no 

Finally, we reach the blind- a per-' 
mnnent structure concealed in the | 
reeds. Here Noetbllng has sot a per- 
manent stand of mallard and pintail 
stool. This blind and stool are located j 
on one of the best points on Grass; 
lake. The blind Is very comfortable! 
We rest on a dry hay bottom; watch 
the parade go by; hold our eyes on 
the birds working over; some passing, 
some splashing In our decoys. But 
we cannot shoot until sunrise and 
content ourselves in observation. Wo 
now record the slory as It appears 
before us: 

The parade stops— boats scatter. 
Near us we count thlrty-nlno boatri. 
Our guide eatlmales SOO boats on thd 
lake. He estimates lOO.OOO mud hens 
in night. The birds keep Hying, well 
scattered now. Klocks of teal pass us. 
A bewildered mallard hits our decoys 
—a llock of .pintail follow Into Ibu 

BtCOlS. 

Our guide accosts a fellow who Is 
setting two wooden ducks to our left. 
lie is not over thirty feet away. 

"Hey!" says Lew. "Wantii get 
HhotV" 

*'Beg your pardon." replies the gun- 
ner. "When did you buy this lake?" 
Splash— goes the third decoy Into the 
water. 

But behind him, some ten feet In 



the grass, a fellow who has been 
Hleepiug and waiting all night for his 
stand, pokes hia head over the gun- 
wale. "Hang!" a burst of (lame from 
his boat. 

"Hey!" yells the decoy setter. "Ain't 
sunrise yet — wacha shootin' at^" 

"Nothin'" replies the sleepy head. 
"Just kicked my'gun off. My too got 
caught In the trigger." Evidently this 
is enough for the decoy setter. Ho 
picks up his decoy and silently fades 
away in the gloom. A hearty laugh 
resounds near us. The ducks in our 
decoys rise and away. 

Perhaps a hundred yards from our 
blind a (lock of mudhens alight. 
Twelve boats pull up. They surround 
the coots. Once in range they halt, 
aad with guns leveled on the birds, 
hold them In breathless silence. 

"Waiting for the sunrise bell," our 
guide tells us, "When It rings, they'll 
go." But now, some one drops an oar 
lock wltlt a loud crash and the niud- 
hons pick up and come over into our 
decoys. The other boats are now 
scolding the unfortunate oar lock 
dropper. Many laughs from near-by 
gunners away the stilly morning. 

To our right wo hear oars. A boat 
pushes from the reeds. 

"Hey!" yells our guide. "Them 
ain't live ducks." 

"Go chase yourself; we saw 'em 
come In," a voice answers. This 
frightens the mudhens, and away they 
go. 

But, suddenly, somewhere off In the 
distance a gun booms — another, an- 
other, a dozen — and the battle starts. 

It Is ten minutes to six — nineteen 
minutes befoer sunrise. Wo cannot 
see against the west; but against the 
light in the east wo watch the ducks 
and mudhens tumble. The roar of the 
shooting Increases. It Is deafening 
now. The birds are tumbling down 
like snowflakcs. 

The shooting seems deadly and ac- 
curate. AH about us are birds flying 
the guantlet. A coot lasts about two 
minutes. Even with such a bombard- 
ment a mallard swings to our decoys, 
rises for another circle, sets wings — 
heading for the stools ngaln. Bang! 
a fellow to our right shoots It dead. 
It strikes the water with a splash. 
Bang! Another fellow from the rear 
rakes It with shot, claiming the bird. 
We are so excited In all this wild 
shooting and falling birds, we can- 
not shoot. Splash — three mudhens 
hit our decoys — Bang I Bang! Swish 
— a chni'ge of shot sweeps our Ijllnd. 
We duck to safety. The shooting is 
now abating. The few unshot mud- 
hens are hitting the grass for safety. 
The ducks are high In the heavens. 

So this Is the Argonno? One of our 
party who was thero says this morn- 
ing's engagement mado him home- 
sick for the front. It was the most 
hair-raising thrill the writer ever ex- 
perienced. It was a glorious, ear- 
spllttlng, heart-thumping adventure, 
splitting, heart-thumping adventure. —

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U. S, Far Ahead 
in Telephones 
in 1923 Report 

The United States has G3 percent 
of all the telephones In the world. In 
proportion to population this country 
has ten times as many telephones as 
the world at large. The average 
American uses the telephone nine 
times as much as the average Eng- 
I llshman, and ten times as much as the 
! average Frenchman. There are more 
, telephones In New York city than In 
the whole of Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland; more In the city of Chi- 
cago than In all of Franco. In rural 
telephone development, America 
stands head and shoulders above the 
rest of the world. 

These and other striking facts, 11- 
lustrative of this country's unchal- 
lenged leadership In the telephone 
field, are brought out In a recent com- 
pilation of telephone statistics of all 
countries. This study shows that on 
January 1, 1923, there were 22,904,415 
telephones in use throughout the 
world, of which 14,347,395 were in 
the United States. Thus the Ameri- 
can people, who form but one-six- 
teenth of tho earth's population, have 
at their service nearly two-thirds of 
all the telephones In existence. Eu- 
rope, with four times as many people 
as this country, has only about two- 
fifths as many telephones. On the 
date to which these figures relate, 
there were 5,SG3,GS4 telephones In 
Europe, or but little more than one- 
quarter of the world's total. All 
other countries, including tho entire 
Western Hemisphere outside of the 
United States, and Asia, Africa and 
Oceania as well, had only one-ninth 
of the total telephones In operation. 
Of the. 1,100,101 telephones added to 
the wire systems of the world during 
1922, 020,670 represented tho net 
growth of tho telephone facilities in 
the United States. 

In number of telephones per 100 of 
population, America's leadership was 
even more pronounced. There were, 
on January 1, 1923, 13.1 telephones 
for every 100 people In the United 
States, as compared with 3.5 tele- 
phones for every 100 people In Ger- 
many, 2.3 in Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland, 1.3 In France and 0.3 in 
Italy. Although Japan had the best 
developed telephone system of any 
Asiatic country, should could boast 
but 0.9 telephones per 100 Inhabitants, 
even prior to the earthquake of Sep-'' 
temher, 1923. It Is significant that 
j these foreign countries havo all en- 
trusted the development of their tele- 
I phone systems to government owner- 
ship, whereas In the United States 
' tho telephone business has been en- 
'ergetically developed by private Ini- 
tiative. Telephone systems operated 
by private enterprise now Include 71 
per cent of tho world's total telo- 
j phones; only 29 percent being under 
I government ownership, Canada, with 
10.4 telephones per 100 people and 
I Denmark with 8.3 approach nearest 
to this country In number of tele- 
phones per 100 Inhabitants. 

In absolute numbers New York 
City, with 1,072,032 telephones on 
January 1, 1023, was easily first 
'among all tho cities of the world. In 
fact, the American metropolis alone 
had moro telephones than the whole 
of any foreign country except Ger- 
many. New York's telephone devel- 
opment of IS. 2 telephones per 100 
people far exceeded that of Berlin, 
9.3; Paris, 6.3; or London, 5.1. At 
] the same date, Omaha had 28 tele- 
phones for every 100 Inhabitants; 
San Francisco, 25.2; Minneapolis, 
24.2; Denver, 23, and Washington. 
22.S, The only important foreign city 
with a comparable telephone dovolop- 
nieut was Stockholm with 25.4 tele- 
phones per 100 people. 

In most foreign countries telephone 
facilities are even more restricted In 
tho smaller communities than In the 
largo cities. Farmers' telephones are 
almost unknown In Europe. Tele- 
phone development has, in many 
, countries, been concentrated princi- 
pally in the capital cities and largo 
commercial centers. More than one- 
third of all the British telephones, for 
: example, are in London; over oue- 
! third of all tho French telephones 
are In Paris. 

Americans appreciate their unique 
telephone facilities and use tho tele- 
phone far more than do other nations. 
During 1922 there were 174 telephone 
conversations per person in the 
United States, ns against 35 in Ger- 
many. 17 in France and IS in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland.

IS INFLUENCED BY RATIONS 

One of the most important alms ot 

the dairyman should bo to have the 

services of a good, -vvoll-bred bull, aaye 



Is likely to lessen the vigor of a bull . 
and make him sterile. Others feed 
siliigQ in largo quantitiea arid report 
no undesirable roaults. So far ns ex- 
perimental work shows, It Is probable , 
that silago does not have any direct^ 
effect on the breeding powers. Largo i 
amounts of silage, or other oxtromoly ! 
bulky feeds, may have a' tendency to j 
distend the paunch so that the bull 
becomes too heavy on his feet. From 
10 to 15 pounds of silage n day with 
other roughages can bo fed safely 
without Impairing the usefulness fo 
tho animal.
